between Italy and Greece on July 29th, 
1919, under which the islands with the 
exception of the sland of Rhodes, 
would go immediately into the posses- 
sion of Greece.

MUST REVISE LISTS 


Change in Date Allowed in Deff- 
erence to Objections By 
Various Organizations 


OTTAWA, July 30. — (Canadian 
Press.)—On account of representa- 
tions made through various organiza- 
tions in Ontario, the government has 
decided to postpone the date for hold- 
ing the referendum vote in the proy- 
ince of Ontario until Monday, April 
18th, 1921, in order to permit of a re- 
vision of the Ontario provincial vot- 
ers’ lists. The date originally set for 
taking the vote in Ontario was Octo- 
ber 25th next. The present postpone- 
ment has become necessary in order 
that the Ontario voters’ lists may be 
thoroughly revised and brought up 
to date before the vote is taken. 

By the legislation passed by the 


taking of the referendum _ vote in 
Ontario, as there were in that pro- 
vince existing provincial voters’ lists 
which had been prepared and used in 
the provincial election of October, 
1919. It was therefore provided in 
the Franchise act that provincial vot- 
ers’ lists of 1919 in the province of 
Ontario should be used without revi- 
sion for any vote in that province 
taken before December 3ist, 1920. 
This provision applied solely to Ontario 
because parliament felt that the lists 
in Ontario were so recent that it 
would be both unnecessary and unwise 
to go to the expense of revision. How- 
) ever, it has now been pointed out that 
the provincial lists in Ontario are by 
no meaiis satisfaciory and that if they 
are useg for the purpose of the refer- 
endum vote the result may be dis- 
qualification of a very large number 
of electors, and particularly of re- 
turned soldiers. Various organ'zations 
in Ontario have obiected to the use 
of these lists for the referendum vote, 
without revision. Immediately after 
‘the passage of the act, in June las, 
the Dominion Alliance passed a for- 
mal resolution of protest against the 
use of the Ontario provincial lists, 
without revision.

ABOUT SEPT. | 


Efforts Being Made By Federal 
Health Authorities to Stamp 
Out Opium Evil 


Ottawa, uly 29.—(Canadian Press) 
—Efforts of the federa] health auth- 
orities to stamp out the opium evil 
in Canada are meeting with gratify- 
ing success, it is announced by the 
department of health. Dr. J. A. 
Amyot, assistant medical director, 
stated today, on his return from an 
extended trip across the dominion, 
that he was well pleased with the fall- 
ing off in the number of drug addicts 
of this nature. It is also announced 
that the department: has broken up 
several attempts to form what is 
known as an opicm ring in this coun- 


try. 

It is also intended to put the opium 
and narcotic drug act, passed at the 
last session, into force on or about 
September 1st next. Under this act, 
which constitutes'one of Canada's 
obligations under the Versailles treaty, 
and which puts the Dominion in line 
with the rest of the nations uniting 
to stamp out the drug evil, all whole- 
sale druggists, manufacturers or deal- 
ers are required to obtain a license to 
deal in these drugs, for which an an- 
nual fee is charged.” All retail drug- 
gists who manufacture marcotic drugs 
or preparations containing the same, 
are required to obtain a license also. 
All druggists, other than those who 
manufacture, and every physician, 
veterinary surgeon and dentist is re- 
quired to make @ declaration that they 
are engaged in the sale or distribution 
of these drugs.

RESIDENTS OUT OF UNITED KING- 
DOM, INCOME TAX RELIEFS 


Sir—From the many enquiries which 
reach me by, or on behalf of, residents 
out of the United Kingdom, it would 
appear that many persons are wun- 
aware of the reliefs from British [n- 
como "Tax which can be claimed in 
such cases. May I, therefore, set out 
as follows the various forma of relief: 

(1)—Residents abroad may ob- 
tain exemption in rekpect of diwid- 
ends on foreign or colonial secur- 
ties, 

(2)—Residents abroad may claim 
relief in respect of all sources of in- 
come within the United Kingdom 
(such relief being dependent upon 
total income) if they are Crown- 
eervanta, ex-Crown-servants, widows 
of crown servants, employees of 
missionary societies abroad, resident 
in Isle of (Man or Channel Islands, 
or resident abroad for health; this 
relief is proposed to be extended to 
British subjects anywhere. 

(3)—Exemption may be -granted 
from dividends on certain (British 
Government Securities issued ‘with 
the condition that they shall not be 
chargeable to tax if the beneficial 
owner is ordinarily resident out of 
the United Kingdom.

A rail- 
way cannot handle a capacity crop 
of grain and a supply of winter 
fuel in the same direction at the} 
same time, And a larger than) 
usual proportion of the _ prairie 
winter fuel will this year have to} 
be hauled in the same direction as | 
the wheat—eastward from the Al-| 
berta mines. Given a cold winter 
yith heavy snow-fall, the outlook} 
is that a good parteof the Western) 
grain will have to stay on the 
farms until spring or that there 
will be serious fuel shortage at 
some prairie points; probably 
both, 

‘The prairie fuel problem is a 
problem of transportation, and| 
finance. The Pennsylvania mines | 
have evidently buyers nearer home 
for all the coal they can take out 
of the ground. Fuel the people 
on the plains must have, and they 
must get it from Alberta, in larger | 
proportion than hitherto.

ENVELOPES MADE OF BAMBOO 

Some years ago American soldiers 
in the Phillippime Lslands learned a 
lesson from the natives that appeared 
in their correspondence with the folks 
at home. Now, during tne Spanish oc- 
cupation every native inhabitant was 
compelled to carry a paper that was 
nominally a tax receipt, but really 
was a means of indentification and 
control on the part of the Spanish. 

Any native who could not at any 
moment produce this receipt showing 
taat he had paid hig taxes for the last 
or current year was subject to arrest 
and imprisonment, and it was very 
easy to deny the receipt to the men 
whom the authorities thought they 
‘aad reason to suspect. 

The Filipino native rarely had a 
safe means of carrying papers. Any 
paper not well protected ts likely to 
be devoured by ants in a very short 
time And yet the man must have 
hie tax receipt with him in order to 
travel from vilage to village or g0 
about his business safely. 

So tac Filipinos devised a means of 
| protecting their receipts. They took 
a slender piece of bamboo, say half 
or three-quarters of an inch in dia- 
meter, hollowing it out to the joint 
which taney left to etop one end, Then 
they took another piece of the same 
size and from the end, which included 
anotaer joint whittled a cover for the 
tube, which fitted snugly on. Then 
they rolled up the tax receipt, in- 
serted it within the bamboo tube, put 
on the cover, and so closed it against 
tue ants and against dampness. j 

The ends of the bamboo’ were! 
rounded and it could be carried con- 
veniently in a pocket in the trousers, 
where it was always ready to be sub- 
mitted to the Spanish offlical. 

When the soldiers arrived in the) 
Phillippines they found it much easier | 
to get a scrap of paper of some sort) 
on which to write a letter than to find 
a safe and suitable envelope. Seeing} 
these convenient tax receipt cases in| 
the hands of the natives, it occurred! 
to the soldiers that taey would serve | 
}very well for envelopes, and they put! 
ithem to that use—elther purchasing 
them from the ‘natives, using taose 
belonging to Filipino soldiers who had 
been killed or manufacturing new 
tubes from bamboo.

fairy folk? Hans Christian Andersen 
was born on August 4th, 115 years, 
ago. He has produced the Fairy Tales | 
that delight so many grown-ups and | 
children, alike.
